"We still don't know where Loo Hur- 
ley Oswald was at flu- time of iim 
^hooting. There are no witnesses. Wo 
4»tiU haven't been given llm results of 
ihe FBI lab tests. Wo don't absolve 
[Oswald, but they still haven't proved 
precisely Imw many shots were fired, 
l^nd it's clear that Oswald could not 
/hive fired all the shots »hat wore fired/ 
that day.'*

Igative flies last week was dint this in. 
formation lent no support to the varl- 
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combing (he FBI muiorlal, 
searching Tor uddiuoiiul Weaknesses 
in u cuse they already believe is fatal- 
ly OeloctiVH.

One part of the case that pro-con- 
spiracy theorists universally believe is 
weak is the single-bullet concept de- 
veloped by former Philadelphia Dis- 
trict Attorney Aden Specter.

John B. Connally at leust one, with an- 
othor shot going wild — all within 5.3 
seconds. 

Specter's explanation wus that one 
bullet hil both Kennedy and Connally. 
another went wild and a third struck 
only Kennedy — a total of three shots. 
Tests on Oswald's «,3 mm. Itallun rifle 
showed that three shots could be goi- 
teu off from the bolt-action weapon in 
the required time. 

Theory Doubted 

lq the FBI files, however, was a re- 
port dated Jun. 2fi, IM4, which indicat- 
ed ihut even the FBI had doubts — at 
least initially — about Specter's theo- 
ry. This report, written by agent L J. 
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Gauthier, said 
“One staff membei , according to In- 
spector Kelley, quietly spoke about 
the ‘outside’ iHissIbiliry of shot one 
going through the President's body 
with sufficient velocity remaining to 
penetrate Connelly's body, wrist and 
leg. Inspector Kelley mentioned this 
to me confident hilly He was of the 
opinion, that this was a personal re- 
mark made on the spur 'of the, 
, ^moment. Shot two under ihese ridicu- 
lous facts would have gone completely 
>ild,' according to Kelley." 

The Warren Commission adopted 
! Specter’s theory, frustrating ^hose 
wlio believe in a conspiracy If the sin- 
gle-bullet theory were abandoned, It 
would mean that a fourth shot had 
been fired. Since Oswald's rifle coyld 
not hayy delivered that shot in the re- 
quired time, u fourth shot would meun 
there wus an additional gunman *nd, 
hunca, a conspiracy • *

'Hoover seems to have been com- 
pletely convinced all the time that It 
whs Oswald," said Hoch, who was giv- 
en an advance look at some of the files 
bv the FBI.

Hie old questions are stUl the good 
ones." 

Hoch said the FBI has not released 
files from its field offices, flies it de- 
veloped on Warren f ommlaaloq critics 
or Hoover's own confidential papers — 
"the do-not-flle files." 

“'rhis is 00 percent junk, and It Is 
serving as a distraction," he said, u lt 
has been a public relations coup for

Katz said he personally believes "a 
domestic conspiracy" wus responsible 
for Kennedy's murder, although he 
recognizes others are just as smitten* 
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by the bullet dial n w us a qouapirpcy 
directed by, i 'ubu's Fidel Castro or the 
Soviet ; Union. , 1 . 

“Onu of the major reasons lor u col- 
spirucy theory is the ties Oswald had 
to the intelligence community," Katz 
satd. "He defected to Russia, married 



revealed," said Katz. "We believe 
there has been a coverup involving the 
FBI and the Warren Commission." 

Throe duys after Kennedy’s assassi- 
nation, the FBI was aware that Us ac- 
tions would be questioned. A lluuver 
aide, Courtnuy Evans, noted m a Nov. 
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NKVD and yet the State Department 
not only let him back Into Hie country, 
they paid his way back.

The Statu Depart meui baa said 
Oswald wus a "stateless" person 
whom it chose to readmit in the Unit- 
ed Slums, and that Oswald repaid the 
casts to the government.

"We are being called upon, in many 
instunces. to prove tho negative," Ev- 
ans wrote.

j Lee Rankin, chief counsel to the 
Warren Commission, ulso was aware 
of conspiracy allegations Involving not 
only Oswald, but also Dallas Police- 
man J. D. Tippii, slain by Oswald, and 



Jack Ruby, Oswald's murderer. In a 
May 12, iUM, memo to Hoover, Rankin 
asked that the FBI conduct a “limited 
background" investigation of Tlppit to 
determine whether he had at)y connec- 
tion with Oswuld or Ruby. 

"As I am sure you are awt^re," Ran. 
kin said to Hoover, "this request li d * 
signed to obtain certain basic Infcr- 
mation which can be relied upon to re- 
fute unfounded allegations which hive 
developed in the course of this Investi- 
gation." ( - ,• 1 ' ' 

No connection between TippU aid 
Oswald or Ruby was found. 

To those doing the investigating, 
Rankin's request was perfectly proper 
since It sought to arm him agf&iet the 
Commission’s critics. 

But to the critics, it was Just one 
more uxumple of the investigators 
trying to manipulate the outcome of 
the Investigation.
